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Council raise 
concerns over 
homeless bus

WEYMOUTH’S Bus 
Shelter project could 
be in danger of failing 
at the first hurdle - 
after borough council¬ 
lors rejected a request 
for the project to use 
its car parks. 

They claimed it 
could result in anti-so¬ 
cial behaviour, result 
in a loss of car park¬ 
ing, and might even 
lead to camping along¬ 
side the area where 
the bus was parked. 

In a social media 
statement on Monday 
the charity behind 
Bus Shelter Dorset 
said: “We're in discus¬ 
sions reference the lo¬ 
cation of the bus and 
we will update every¬ 
one as soon as we're 
able to....we appreci¬ 
ate the concerns of 
Weymouth and Port¬ 
land Borough Council 
however endeavour to 
work alongside them 
in the future. 

“We are working 
closely with the police 
at this time and will 



continue to do so.” 

The project has at¬ 
tracted public support 
with a £10,000 appeal 
being exceeded by 
more than £1,000 and 
with local companies 
donating equipment 
and staff time and 
skills - among them 
Kitchen Craft (see 
page 3), Magna Hous¬ 
ing and Damory, who 
donated the bus. 

The idea was widely 
praised when it was 
first suggested and 
has led to other areas 
taking advice from 
the charity about set¬ 
ting up similar pro¬ 
jects. 

Weymouth and Port¬ 
land Borough Council 
say they, too, appreci¬ 
ate the good inten¬ 
tions behind the 
project but have re¬ 


jected a request to site 
the bus either at the 
Pavilion car park, or 
Preston Road beach 
car park. 

There were con¬ 
cerns about setting a 
precedent for 

overnight sleeping in 
car parks - something 
which has always 
been banned in the 
borough. 

The council say 
there are already ser¬ 
vices for rough sleep¬ 
ers in the town run by 
a range of official 
agencies. 

The bus was 
planned for up to 20 
people to use with a 
kitchen area, bath¬ 
room, and an area for 
consultations and ad¬ 
vice. 

Users of the service 
would have to sign a 
“contract of expecta¬ 
tions” which, if not 
met, would result in 


them being barred 
from the service in fu¬ 
ture. Among the ex¬ 
pectations was a 
curfew. 

At the time of the 
launch the Shelter 
project said: “We be¬ 
lieve that if people 
have their basic needs 
of sleep, food, water, 
warmth and safety 
met they will be able 
to work positively on 
achieving their goals 
and improving their 
future. 

“Our aim is to break 
the cycle and routine 
of homelessness and 
allow rough sleepers 
the chance to regain 
their dignity and 
place in society by 
providing a much 
needed safe, secure 
and warm place to 
stay, where they can 
access the support 
they require to move 
on.”

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Paralympic star Paul Blake collects 
his MBE from Buckingham Palace 


RIO Paralympic champion Paul Blake de¬ 
scribed his visit to Buckingham Palace last 
Friday to receive his MBE as an “incredible 
experience”. 

The 27-year-old from Charlton Down won 
gold and silver in Brazil last year to go along¬ 
side the silver and bronze he won in London 
four years earlier over the 400m and 800m dis¬ 
tances. 

Paul attended the ceremony with his 
mother Kate and twin brother Alex where he 
was presented with his medal by Prince 
William for “services to athletics”. 

Describing his experience he said: “Buck¬ 
ingham Palace is an amazing place and the 
ballroom was stunning. Prince William is a 
really nice guy and we had a good conversa¬ 
tion.” 

Arriving in his brother’s Mini, Paul was 
both amused and impressed by the way they 
were escored past the tourists and the car 
thoroughly examined. 

The following day he flew to Barcelona to 
compete in an invitational 400m race as 
preparation for the World Para Athletics 
Championships to be held at London’s 
Olympic Stadium in July. 

Running in a mixed field, the T38 category 
Blake finished second to a T13 (partial vision) 
athlete in a time of 55.39secs. 

He said: “Considering I have had little com¬ 
petition this season so far, it wasn’t a bad 



time. I started too slowly over the first 
100m, but then picked it up and finished 
strongly. 

“I think if I had started well I would have 
been nearer the 55 second mark.” 


Blake’s next competition is at Loughbor¬ 
ough later this month where he will be run¬ 
ning a 100m to sharpen his speed, before 
competing in the Exeter Open Meeting over 
the Whitsun weekend.

NOMINATIONS for 
next month’s general 
election closed last 
Thursday, with can¬ 
didates across the 
area now confirmed. 

In the West Dorset 
constituency (which 
includes Bridport, 
Lyme Regis, Beamin¬ 
ster and Dorchester) 
incumbent Sir Oliv¬ 
er Letwin (Con) will 
face district and 
county Andy Can¬ 
ning (Lib Dem), 


Kelvin Clayton (Gre¬ 
en) and Lee Rhodes 
(Labour). 

Sir Oliver has a ma¬ 
jority of more than 50 
per cent and polled 
16,000 votes more 
than his nearest 
rival - Liberal Demo¬ 
crat Ros Kayes - in 
2015. 

In Weymouth and 
Portland’s South 
Dorset constituency 
MP Richard Drax 
(Con) will be chal¬ 


lenged by Tashi 
Warr (Labour), How¬ 
ard Legg (Lib Dem) 
and Jon Orrell (Gre¬ 
en). 

Conservative Mr 
Drax took the South 
Dorset seat from 
Labour in 2010, only 
to increase his share 
of the vote two years 
ago. 

After their poor 
showing in last 
month’s county 
council elections 


across the county, 
UKIP are not fielding 
as many candidates 
in the general elec¬ 


tion as they did in 
2015, with no one 
standing for the 
party in either West 


Dorset or South 
Dorset. 

The election takes 
place on June 8th.

FIRST Wessex launched a fleet of high-spec 
green buses at Weymouth Pavilion Forecourt 
on Friday. 

The 14 buses will operate on the 2 and 10 
routes, that run from the heart of Weymouth to 
Littlemoor and Dorchester. 

The company say the vehicles represent a step 
up in quality, including individual leather 
seats, wood effect flooring and free Wi-Fi. 

Each bus can carry 39 seated and 59 standing 
passengers with space for one wheelchair or 
buggy. Single buggies can also travel next to 
the single seats at the front of the bus. 

The vehicles are also fitted with Euro 6 en¬ 
gines making them among the most environ- 
mentally-friendly buses on the roads. 

Said First Wessex’s General Manager, Simon 
Newport: “In recent years we have invested 
heavily in the Dorchester Road corridor be¬ 
tween Weymouth, Littlemoor and Dorchester, 
during most of the week we have bus operating 
every five minutes. 

“Service 10 now also operates every 10 min¬ 


utes providing the best service ever for com¬ 
muters to Dorchester. 

“We have introduced the same vehicle type to 
Littlemoor as well so that we have continuity 
across the corridor. The new larger buses will 
also help with loadings along the Service 2 route 
when the Park & Ride starts to get busier dur¬ 
ing the summer.” 

As well as the new buses on the 2 and 10 
routes, there was also a new open top bus on dis¬ 
play, which will be used on a new route launch¬ 
ing on Sunday, May 21st. 

The 500 service will operate hourly along the 
seafront from Weymouth Pavilion to Bowleaze 
Cove until September. An adult return will be 
£4 and child return is £3, there will also be a 
group ticket at £15 that can be used on the 501 
open top service from Weymouth Portland Bill 
as well. 

Following the launch, outside the Weymouth 
Pavilion, the bus operator hosted a customer 
forum where passengers were able to talk to the 
company team about their local bus service.

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Police condemn ‘irresponsible’ 
motorcyclists following collision 


A GROUP of motorcyclists have been sentenced 
following a horrific collision on a busy dual 
carriageway near Dorchester, which seriously 
injured three people - leaving two with life¬ 
changing injuries. 

Adam Wilde, 29, of Carnation Road, Swayth- 
ling in Southampton, was sentenced at 
Bournemouth Crown Court on Friday (May 
12th), after pleading guilty to two counts of 
causing serious injury by dangerous driving. 

He was handed a jail term of three and a half 
years for each offence to run concurrently and 
following that he will be banned from driving 
for five years with a requirement to take an ex¬ 
tended retest. 

The court heard that at 11.15am on Saturday, 
May 7th last year, Wilde was among a group of 
seven motorbikes and nine people who had

gathered at McDonalds at West Quay in 
Southampton for a ride-out to Weymouth. 

The court heard that the group left Southamp¬ 
ton and made their way to Dorset. They stopped 
briefly on a layby off the A31 opposite The 
Coventry Arms before riding off again on the 
A31 toward Weymouth. 

Wilde rode a 1300cc Suzuki Hayabusa bike 
and was carrying a 16-year-old teenage girl 
from Southampton as a pillion passenger. 

Another member of the group, Daniel Lincoln 
who is 21-years-old, and of Caerperis View, in 
Fareham, rode a Kawasaki Z300cc and was also 
carrying a pillion passenger. 

He wore a chest-mounted camera that cap¬ 
tured the ride-out and the aftermath of the col¬ 
lision. 

The camera footage later recovered by officers 
was played to the court and showed a catalogue 
of dangerous driving manoeuvres. Dorset Po¬ 
lice has released this footage to highlight the 
dangerous riding. 

Wilde, Lincoln and Nima Biniaz - a 19-year- 
old man from Hulls Road in Southampton, who 
rode a Yamaha NR250 - were seen overtaking 
vehicles ignoring solid white lines. 

Near to Stag Gate on the A31 Wilde and Biniaz 
pulled wheelies and were clocked travelling at 
speed in a 40mph zone. 

During a brief stop at a petrol station Wilde 
could be heard saying he had reached speeds of 
140-150mph. The 16-year-old girl was heard to 
say: “Don’t encourage him. I'll die.” 

The court was told that the group left the 
petrol station and the trio were caught travel¬ 
ling along the A31 at 70mph in a 40mph zone 
and pulling wheelies. 

As they moved onto the A35 Puddletown by¬ 
pass, witnesses said they saw Biniaz pull more 
wheelies and overtake vehicles at speed. Wilde 
was heard on camera saying “175 in fifth gear 
and still more to go”. 

Biniaz, Wilde, Lincoln and Ellis Caplen - who 
rode a Yamaha R6, is 21 and of Mousehole Lane 
in Southampton - pulled over into a layby on 
the A35 as the three other bikes continued. The 
four were seen by witnesses to ride away from 
the layby at speed with some pulling wheelies. 

The three other motorcyclists in the group - 
riding an Apr ilia 125cc, Yamaha MT1125cc and 
a Yamaha R125 - gave statements to officers 
about the manner of riding, the collision and 
the injuries sustained. 

Adam Wilde’s bike was seen travelling in ex¬ 
cess of lOOmph before he collided with the rear 
of one of the smaller motorbikes, which in turn 
collided with a third bike. 

The teenage girl travelling on Adam Wilde’s 
bike sustained catastrophic life-changing in¬ 
juries, including two bleeds on the brain, se¬ 
vere damage to both of her arms, which she is 
still unable to use, and a large open wound on 
her abdomen which required major skin graft 
surgery. 

One of the motorcycle riders suffered a bro¬ 
ken right arm and leg and another broke his 
right hand. 

Adam Wilde suffered a broken shoulder blade, 
injuries to his hand and foot and severe graz¬ 
ing. 

Other members of the group were also sen¬ 
tenced today in connection with the collision 
after pleading guilty to offences last year. 

Daniel Lincoln was handed a 12-month prison 
sentence suspended for 18 months, and ordered 
to carry out 150 hours of unpaid work for dan¬ 
gerous driving and committing an act likely to 
pervert the course of justice. 

He has been banned from driving for 18 
months with a requirement to take an extended 
retest and given a curfew order for six months. 

Nima Biniaz was handed an eight-month 
prison sentence suspended for 15 months, and 
ordered to carry out 150 hours of unpaid work 
for dangerous driving and driving otherwise in 
accordance with licence. 

He has been banned from driving for two 
years with a requirement to take an extended 
retest and given a curfew order for four 
months. 

Ellis Caplen was banned for driving for 12 
months from October 10th 2016 after pleading 
guilty at Weymouth Magistrates’ Court to driv¬ 
ing otherwise in accordance with licence, no in¬ 
surance and riding with fraudulent VRM plate. 


He was also ordered to pay a £120 fine, £40 court 
costs and a £30 victim surcharge. 

Christopher Wilde, 28 and of Millbrook Road 
in Southampton, was charged with driving doc¬ 
ument offences and was given six penalty 
points on his driving licence and ordered to pay 
a £100 fine, £50 court costs and £30 victim sur¬ 
charge. 

Senior Investigating Officer Police Sergeant 
Joe Pardey, of the traffic unit, said: “The ac¬ 
tions by those involved in this case were noth¬ 
ing short of mindless and irresponsible. They 
showed a total disregard for the safety of them¬ 
selves and other people using the road at that 
time. 

“Their behaviour prior to the collision 
demonstrated that they believed that they were 
in some way clever and impressive, but the sub¬ 
sequent destruction they caused has changed 
lives forever with some of the injured suffering 
life-changing injuries that they may never re¬ 
cover from. 

“It is without doubt one of the worst examples 
of dangerous riding that I have seen. 

“I hope that the sentences given by the courts 
today send out a clear message that this sort of 
riding or driving behaviour will not be toler¬ 
ated on any road, in Dorset or elsewhere. 

“I would like to praise the officers involved in 
this complex investigation for their hard work 
in ensuring that Adam Wilde and others were 
brought to justice. 

“The work carried out by Dorset Police dur¬ 
ing this investigation was commended by the 
judge. I would also like to thank those witnesses 
who assisted at the scene and provided vital ev¬ 
idence in the case. 

“We are committed to making our roads safer 
and will take action against those who commit 
offences on them."

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Fatal collision 

AN elderly man injured in a seri¬ 
ous road traffic collision near 
Dorchester has died in hospital. 

Officers were called at around 
11.35am on Tuesday, March 14th to 
reports of a two-vehicle collision on 
an unclassified road between the 
West Stafford bypass and Cross- 
ways. 

The collision involved a silver 
Nissan X-Trail, which was travel¬ 
ling west, and a white Iveco panel 
van travelling east. 

The driver of the Nissan, a 77- 
year-old man from the local area, 
suffered serious life-threatening in¬ 
juries and was airlifted to 
Southampton General Hospital. 

He died in hospital on Tuesday, 
May 9th. 

His front seat passenger, a 76- 
year-old woman, also from the local 
area, sustained serious injuries 
was taken to Dorset County Hospi¬ 
tal for treatment. She is recovering 
from her injuries. 

The van driver also suffered seri¬ 
ous injuries and was taken to 
Dorset County Hospital. He is re¬ 
covering from his injuries.

Watercress a hit in Dorchester

DUE to the mild spring, UK water¬ 
cress is available a week early and 
residents of Dorchester reaped the 
benefits with a hand-delivery to 
the town’s Tesco of the very first of 
the season’s crop. 

The Dorchester store was se¬ 
lected because Tesco sales in 2016 
and 2017 have confirmed that resi¬ 
dents of the county town buy more 
watercress per head of population 
than anywhere else in the UK. 

The Watercress Company, a local 
business with watercress farms 
across Dorset and Hampshire, 
grows 100 per cent of the peppery 
crop stocked by Tesco nationally 
and has been supplying the re¬ 
tailer for more than 40 years. To 
celebrate this relationship, water¬ 
cress freshly harvested from 
nearby Waddock Farm, less than 
seven miles from the store, was 
hand delivered to the Dorchester 
Tesco where customers sampled 
the freshest possible new UK crop. 

To add theatre to the occasion, 
the watercress growers delivered 
their wares in Victorian costume 
and using the traditional wooden 
barrow that would have been a 
common sight in Dorset as water¬ 
cress was trundled around the 
markets in this way, or delivered 
to the railway ready to be taken by 
steam to the fresh produce mar¬ 
kets of Liverpool and the north. 

Watercress has been produced 
commercially in the beds of Dorset 
since the 1890s. One hundred 
years ago around 1,000 acres of wa¬ 
tercress beds existed and were lo¬ 
cated all over the country. Today 
only 150 acres remain, concen¬ 


trated in Dorset and Hampshire 
due to the chalky downs through 
which rain water has filtered for 
thousands of years eventually 
flowing as natural springs into the 
beds where the watercress grows. 

Watercress remains a vital in¬ 
dustry in Dorset with The Water¬ 
cress Company employing more 
than 80 people in the county. 

Eddie Garlick, Manager for the 
Dorchester Tesco store said: “As 
Dorchester sells more watercress 
than any other Tesco store in the 
country it seemed only fitting to 
let our customers have the chance 
to enjoy the freshest possible wa¬ 


tercress first, literally having har¬ 
vested, washed and delivered it di¬ 
rect from the growers.” 

Tom Amery, MD of The Water¬ 
cress Company added: “Water¬ 
cress has been, and remains, an 
important produce for the area 
and locals obviously feel great loy¬ 
alty towards it as well as appreci¬ 
ating its taste and health 
properties. 

“We always look forward to the 
arrival of the UK season and 
wanted to share that excitement 
with the people of Dorchester and 
the surrounding area who clearly 
value this peppery superfood too.”

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Turning back the clock 
for vintage car display 


VISITORS to Weymouth 
seafront on Sunday found an 
unusual car park - of classic 
cars.

“The tickets are selling very

BLUE LIGHT SKIN 
TREATMENT A 
ZAPPER'S DELIGHT

WE'RE told to avoid the glare of phone 
screens at night because it keeps us 
awake, but Katie Wright discovers blue 
light can be an effective acne treat¬ 
ment. 

Like many people, I spent my teenage 
years plagued by spots and was re¬ 
lieved when my complexion cleared up 
just as I was heading off to university. 

But then in my mid-20s, slowly but 
surely, acne started to reappear. 

It was never severe but my quest for 
spot-free skin continued into my 30s - 
and I'm not the only one. 

The Association of Dermatologists re¬ 
ports a 200% rise in adult acne in re¬ 
cent years, likely due to a limited 
number of skincare specialists in the 
NHS. 

Referred by my doctor, I went to a 
dermatologist. After trying various an¬ 
tibiotics and topical creams, I was pre¬ 
scribed Roaccutane, the controversial 
super-strength drug that can cause 
side effects, such as low mood and ex¬ 
tremely dry skin. 

It really worked, though, and I had 
perfect skin... but only for a year, after 
which the spots returned, albeit mildly. 

Reluctant to go back for another six- 
month stint on Roaccutane, I decided 
to give a blue-light device a go, uncon¬ 
vinced that swiping a light-up gadget 
over my face twice a day would really 
help. 

I was wrong. Within a few weeks my 
skin was virtually spot-free (save for the 
odd PMS-induced blemish) and I had 
ditched all my other creams and pills. 

So, how exactly does blue light elimi¬ 
nate acne? 

"Blue light kills bacteria in the pores, 
and over time this will slow down and 
reduce the acne cycle," explains Re¬ 
becca Bennett, a skincare expert at 
Johnson & Johnson. 

Some devices emit red light as well, 
because it "reduces inflammation 
caused by acne - the redness or the 
height of the spots, for example. Red 
light can also help shrink the seba¬ 
ceous glands that produce the oil that 
clogs pores." 

Tests on Neutrogena's new Visibly 
Clear Light Therapy Acne Mask have 
delivered impressive results. 

"In clinical trials, 80% of testers said 
they started to see the benefits after 
just one week, and after the 12-week 
trial period 94% experienced an im¬ 
provement in their complexion," Ben¬ 
nett reports. 
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There is a variety of at-home devices 
on the market, and it can take only min¬ 
utes a day to make a massive difference 
for mild to moderate acne sufferers. 

Some are expensive, but compared 
with years of repeat prescriptions and 
over-the-counter creams, they may well 
work out cheaper. Here are six of the 
best... 


SIX ACNE-CLEARING 
BLUE LIGHT DEVICES 

• Neutrogena Visibly Clear Light Ther¬ 
apy Acne Mask, £59.99, Boots 
(www.boots.com) 

Pros: A truly passive treatment, you 
pop on the mask, hit the start button and 
relax for 10 minutes (there's an eyehole 
so you can carry on watching TV but 
moving around is a bit trickier). 

Cons: The mask emits both red and 
blue light, but as there's a gap between 
the lights and your skin, it may take 
longer to penetrate the skin. You also 
have to buy a replacement Activator, 
which contains 30 charges and costs 
£14.99, every month, so it works out at 
almost £240 per year. 

• Talika Free Skin Anti-Blemish Device, 
£69, LookFantastic.com 

Pros: The smallest of all the devices, 
the Talika is simple to use (and store), 
and is best if you need to target only 
small patches of acne with both red and 
blue light. It's also the cheapest over a 
year. 

Cons: For the most effective treatment, 
you'll need to use it three times a day for 
two minutes at a time. 

• Silk'n Blue Anti Acne Device, £139 
(www.facethefuture.co.uk) 

Pros: The Silk'n Blue is compact but the

size for the price, so you can treat tar¬ 
geted areas in four minutes or larger 
patches in 10 minutes. 

Cons: It only emits blue light, not red. 

• Lumie Clear Acne Treatment Light, 
£149.99, Boots (www.boots.com) 

Pros: Offering the largest surface area, 
the Lumie combines red and blue light 
in one cordless device that comes with 
a stand to allow you to target your body 
as well as your face. 

Cons: Treatment takes anywhere from 
15 minutes per area to 45 minutes, de¬ 
pending on how far away the light is. 

• Baby Quasar Clear Rayz for Acne, 
£203.15, CurrrentBody.com 

Pros: The light surface area is large and 
the device has an in-built timer. 

Cons: The blue and red lights are on 
opposite sides of the device and you 
have to follow a day-by-day regimen for 
three minutes in each area you're treat¬ 
ing, remembering to alternate between 
blue and red, for eight weeks. 

• Lustre Pure Light Pro Acne Treatment, 
£269, CurrentBody.com 

Pros: With disposable patches that 
stick the lights to your skin, the Lustre 
offers a hands-free approach and the 
ability to treat three areas at once. 

Cons: Treatment takes 20 minutes, 
much longer than some devices, and it's 
the most expensive.

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This is still your newspaper! 


MY attempt to start a new newspaper 
group in East Devon did not exactly get 
off to a stunning start. 

I thought it would be clever to call our first 
edition “This Is Honiton” which would lend it¬ 
self to using “This is...” as the title for the var¬ 
ious sections, ie “This is Motoring”, “This is 
Entertainment”. You get the idea, I’m sure. 

We had agreed to print the first edition on the 
Express & Echo press in Exeter and gave no¬ 
tice what we intended to call our publication. 

I was invited to the press hall on the Sowton 
estate to see the first edition off the press, 
which is normal when launching a new title. I 
think we may have cracked open a bottle of 
bubbly. Nothing was said about the name of 
the paper. 

In those days in April 2005 local newspapers 
were enjoying something of a revival after the 
difficult recession years of the early 1990s. The 
Express & Echo was owned by Northcliffe 
Newspapers, one of the giants of the regional 
press, and I did not imagine for one moment 
we would cause too much alarm in the higher 
echelons of Northcliffe’s management. 

Although we encroached on the Echo’s Honi¬ 
ton territory I doubt whether it was thought 
we would provide much competition. 

The printers and local management congrat¬ 
ulated us on the look of the paper and I drove 
home satisfied with our first editions and de¬ 
termined to build a stable in East Devon.

But within 24 hours I had a very disturbing 
call from a Northcliffe executive saying that if 
I did not change the name of our paper they 
would refuse to print us and serve an injunc¬ 
tion on us to stop using the title “This Is”. I was 
flabbergasted. Only a few hours earlier we 
were being congratulated on the production of 
the first edition. 

It turned out that Northcliffe’s websites in 
the South West were called “This Is” followed 
by the town or county name and it was 
thought this would cause some confusion 
among the readers and possible lost revenue. 

I had launched my new publishing venture 
on a shoestring and had no intention of enter¬ 
ing into a lengthy legal battle with one of the 
UK’s most successful and profitable publishing 
houses. 

I had started the venture by launching a 
monthly in the countryside around Honiton 
called “View from the Blackdown Hills” so I 
quickly decided to call our new weekly “View 
from Honiton”. 

Not one reader questioned the change the fol¬ 
lowing week or queried why our dump bins in 
the supermarkets were branded “This Is Your 
Local Newspaper”. I suppose that description 
still ran true and some of those bins are still 


in operation today. 

The Honiton edition was quickly followed by 
one for Colyton, which had never had its own 
newspaper before, Seaton, Axminster, Sid- 
mouth and Ottery St Mary. 

Within a year we crossed the Dorset border 
with new editions for Lyme Regis, Bridport, 
Beaminster and Dorchester before looking to¬ 
wards South Somerset and town titles for 
Crewkerne, Chard and Ilminster. The final 
piece to our distribution jigsaw was Wey¬ 
mouth. 

We started distributing 7,000 copies a week 
and by the time we got to Weymouth we were 
having to print 40,000 copies at peak times all 
available free via dump bins at around 500 dif¬ 
ferent drop-off points in East Devon, West 
Dorset and South Somerset. 

We started with just five employees, now we 
have more than 30. And as one executive of a 
rival publisher told me quite recently: “You 
have been a bloody irritant!” 

They were heady days. My wife Jackie and I 
worked seven days a week for several years 
without a holiday and sometimes without get¬ 
ting paid and we both suffered serious ill¬ 
nesses. We can’t say it was down to the stress 
of building a publishing empire but I don’t sup¬ 
pose it helped. 

We were lucky. We recruited a dedicated and 
committed staff, many of whom shared our ups 
and downs and are still with us.. 

It has not been all plain sailing. The reces¬ 


sion of 2008 hit us hard, as it did all local news¬ 
papers, and it took us years to recover. But we 
managed to keep our employees in a job. 

Eventually I was forced to sell out to Lyme 
Regis businessman Jerry Ramsdale who saved 
us from going out of business and then we be¬ 
came part of the Tindle Newspapers Group, 
owned and run by a legend of my industry, Sir 
Ray Tindle, and were amalgamated with my 
beloved Pulman’s Weekly News where I cut 
my teeth in journalism. We still carry that 
name on the front page of our Axminster edi¬ 
tion. 

Two years ago I gained part ownership of the 
titles after launching new titles into central 
London for Sir Ray, a huge challenge and one 
I have enjoyed immensely. 

Our business has changed immensely over 
the years, not only for the minnows like View 
From but also for our larger competitors who 
have had to reduce staffing levels and close of¬ 
fices. 

We have amalgamated editions to stay ahead 
of the game as times are still really tough with 
local papers facing increased competition from 
the digital media. 

But as we head towards our 600th edition let 
me go back to day one. 

Whilst I can’t use the name on our front page, 
THIS IS STILL YOUR NEWSPAPER and we 
hope it will remain that way for many years to 
come.

ADVERTISING in your local newspaper and 
on its website is not just good for your busi¬ 
ness - it is a socially responsible way to sup¬ 
port your community and to support local 
companies. 

That was one of the messages to emerge in 
the run up to Local Newspaper Week. 

Research shows that local newspapers are 
the most trusted of all sources of news and in¬ 
formation and remain critical in ensuring 
communities are not merely kept informed of 
decisions that directly affect them but are also 
central to the debate. 

Firms that advertise regularly do not merely 
benefit from that engaged and responsive read¬ 
ership - they are fundamental to ensuring that 
everyone can get access to a copy and that 
quality journalism remains an intrinsic and 
essential part. 

Without any advertising, many local news¬ 
papers like the View From and Pulman’s 
Weekly News series would not survive. That 
could mean that far from being able to pick up 
your favourite newspaper for free, you would 
be asked to pay potentially several pounds per 
edition, depending on the number of pages and 
the size of the editorial operation. 

Advertising has always underpinned great 
local journalism - but in recent years part of 
that revenue stream has moved away, often to 
entirely unregulated social sites where there 
are no embedded checks against fake news nor 
professionally-trained journalists. 

The View From and Pulman’s Weekly News 
titles that serve our part of the world are sub¬ 
ject to some of the most robust regulation in 


the world. They are bound by the Editors’ Code 
of Practice, which sets out clear standards on 
everything from accuracy to respecting pri¬ 
vacy and protecting children. 

Their regulator is the Independent Press 
Standards Organisation, which has wide-rang¬ 
ing powers, from insisting on corrections to 
launching standards inquiries and ultimately 
imposing fines. 

Lord Justice Leveson, in his inquiry into the 
Press, praised local and regional titles. His re¬ 
port described them as a much valued and im¬ 
portant part of the British press. 

He said: “It is clear to me that local, high- 
quality and trusted newspapers are good for 
our communities, our identity and our democ¬ 
racy and play an important social role.” 

According to the Making A Difference cam¬ 
paign run by Local Media Works, the local 
marketing arm of the News Media Association 
(NMA), local titles like this one collectively 
reach 40 million people across the UK. There 
are 1,000 local newspapers and 1,700 associated 
websites. 

Together they are the first port of call for 
5.4 million people looking for a bargain. 

Most tellingly, according to research data 
provided by the campaign organisers, local 
media is the most trusted source of informa¬ 
tion and readers are more than twice as 
likely to act on ads in local media than ads 
on TV and social media. 

The News Media Association’s deputy 
chief executive Lynne Anderson said: 
“News media publishers are the best de¬ 
fence against fake news because they invest

in high quality journalism which 
readers can rely on. This in turn 
creates a highly trusted and en¬ 
gaging environment which 
drives real action for commer¬ 
cial partners. 

“It is vital that we do every¬

WILLE and The Bandits, 
break off from their European 
tour, to return to the South 
West to headline the Lyme 
Regis Jazz & Blues Weekend 
finale on Sunday, May 28th at 
the Marine Theatre.

The Anchor Inn is VisitEngland’s 

Tourism Pub of the Year 


THE ANCHOR INN at Seatown, near Brid- 
port, is no stranger to an award and has just 
topped the lot with a huge national accolade 
having just been crowned Visit England’s 
tourism pub of the year! It’s the latest in a 
list of seven top awards the pub has picked 
up since October 2016, including Dorset’s 
best pub (National Pub and Bar Awards 
2017), Dorset’s Best Gastro Pub (Dorset Food 
& Drink awards) and Taste of the West Gold. 

It really is a sign of how far they’ve come 
since their refurbishment, which was three 
years ago this month and one year on from 
head chef Jean-Paul De Ronne taking the 
helm in the kitchen and David Smith working 
his magic with the drinks and cocktail menu. 

This month also sees the launch of the new 
summer menu, which can be seen on the 
page opposite. The menu is very much a pro¬ 


gression from last sum¬ 
mer’s offering, which had a 
real feel of outdoor sum¬ 
mer eating meets fine din¬ 
ing. This summer’s menu 
develops the outdoor eat¬ 
ing flavour but goes a little 
bit “dirtier” with lots of 
BBQ style dishes utilising 
local produce from Belair Hayes Farm and 
Jurassic Meats. It definitely has a fun, sum¬ 
mer food vibe and sees the return of some 
true Anchor favourites. One such example 
is the Anker hot dog (Anker from the mea¬ 
surement used by smugglers to Lyme Bay in 
the 18th century), described by actor Martin 
Clunes as the best hot dog he’s ever had. 
The 10 inch own recipe German style 
sausage is complimented by browned 


onions, kraut slaw, Ched¬ 
dar and maple mustard. 

The burgers are also 
something to savour and 
the Smugglers Burger is 
another making a big 
comeback with a revamp. 
A smoked beef patty using 
Jurassic Coast Meat’s 
minced beef topped with slow cooked and 
charred pork shoulder from rare breed farm 
Bellair Haye. It is then topped with locally 
made smoked Cheddar, pickled cucumber & 
finished with roasted garlic mayo - a prime 
example of perfect summer food. 

Diners can always expect to see plenty of 
fresh crab and lobster dishes throughout the 
summer season on the specials board. 
Caught literally yards from 
the kitchen, these dishes 
will have travelled some of 
the shortest food miles pos¬ 
sible. This ultra-local theme 
continues throughout the 
menu with JP and the rest 
of the kitchen team foraging 
for lots of ingredients on the 
beach and countryside sur¬ 
rounding the pub. 

As well as using local pro¬ 
duce, another major feature 
of the food at the Anchor is 
sustainability and strong 
ethics. JP uses the menu to 
raise awareness of the 
plight of the British Billy 
Goat and introduces a goat 
dish into the starters. Won¬ 
derful, local, underused 
meat that is crucial to the 


sustainability of the great British menu. 

Despite the humble ethics of the team in 
the kitchen you can also expect to find some¬ 
thing a little different and out of the ordi¬ 
nary. Previously this would have been 
found in the shape of dishes such as com¬ 
pressed watermelon, but JP’s latest creation 
is a cured pressed cucumber dish that can 
be found amongst the starters. If you are 
feeling adventurous and want to try some¬ 
thing that experiments with some new and 
exciting flavour combinations, give it a try! 

The Anchor Inn boasts one of the best set¬ 
tings along the Jurassic Coast with spectac¬ 
ular views of Lyme Bay, which can be 
experienced from three guest rooms as well 
as the terrace. A trip to the Anchor is an ab¬ 
solute must.

ain’t broke, don’t fix it’, kind 
of thing. 

“I don’t envisage tinkering 
too much, but obviously I 
need to have conversations 
with the current staff and 
players and see what their 
take is on it.” 

Asked what reaction the 
players might have to staying 
in the Wessex league rather 
than looking for promotion, 
the new Blues boss said: “I 
was in this position with Wim- 
borne when because of cir¬ 
cumstances I brought in three 
or four players from the Wes¬ 
sex League who were more 
than capable of holding their 
own at a higher level, and I 


guess it is the result of Port¬ 
land being victims of their 
own success. 

“However I think the job is 
all about consolidating the 
club’s position in the Wessex 
League for a while. There are 
plans off the pitch to improve 
the facilities so that if and 
when the club might feel it is 
right to make the step up they 
are prepared. 

“Being a local lad I don’t 
want to see the club yo-yoing 
between leagues, you want to 
establish yourself first as a 
good, solid Wessex League 
team. There are many exam¬ 
ples of those that have tried 
and failed without the right 
circumstances behind them. 

“There a lot of work getting 
things right off the pitch both 
financially and to the infras¬ 


tructure, and al¬ 
though it is one of 
the best in the Wes¬ 
sex and indeed bet¬ 
ter than some in the 
Southern League 
S&W, there are cer¬ 
tain criteria that 
need to be met.” 

Regarding on the 
field Browne said: 

“What I want to do 
is repeat some of the 
success from last 
year but that’s not 
an easy job. 

“Having lived on 
the island for 24 
years I know the 
club is a big part of 
the community, you only have 
to look at the crowds they at¬ 
tract, and I think that’s what 
they want to maintain rather 


than risking money chasing 
promotion which they might 
not be able to sustain, and I’m 
looking forward to help 
achieve that.” 
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
